LONDON, June 15.— Capt. 
Jack Alcock and Lieut. Arthur 
Brown, in their Vickers-Vimy 
biplane, landed at Clifden, Ire- 
land, this morning, completing 
the first non-stop aeroplane flight 
across thé Atlantic. Their trip 
from St. Johns Newfoundland, 
was made in 18 hours and 12 
minutes. 

The landing wis made at 9.40 
o'clock, Mr'tish evmmer time. In

It was said at the ministry that 
it was probable one of its offi 
clals would leave Dublin in an 
aeroplane to relieve Alcock and 
Brown. 

It was hardly believed there

It was 
planned to have him give an ex- 
hibition over London.in the ma- 
chine, if possible.

100 Miles Per Hour. 


The Vickers-Vimy biplane, 
which started on a trans-Atlantic 
flight Saturday, has a wing spread 
of only 67 feet and is equipped 
with two 360-horsepower Rolls- 
Royce motors, said to be capable 
of developing a speed of more 
than 100 miles an hour. The ca- 
pacity of the gasoline tanks was 
recently enlarged to 865 gallons, 
and the lubricating oil tanks to 
50 gallons, which is believed suf- 
ficient to carry the plane 2,440 
miles under normal conditions. A 
wireless telegraph set capable of 
sending and receiving messages 
over comparatively long distances 
is part of the plane's equipment. 


A Pioncer In Aviation. 


Captain Jack Alcock, the pilot, 
was among the British pioneers in 
aviation. He obtained his flying 
certificate in 1912, and joined the 
Royal, Naval air. service immed- 
jately on the outbreak of. the war: 
He'acted as an instructor at first 
but was later sent to the, 

“front, “‘whére he held the record 
for long distance. bombing raids. 
He was later captured by the 
Turks and held prisoner until the 
armistice was signed.

The Situation 
After Strike of 
Three Weeks 


With the strike three weeks old on 


Monday, Edmonton finds itself af- 
fected chiefly from one source—that 
of the railways, And even this is not 
inflicting a great deal of inconyeni- 
ence on the people. Express service 
on two lines, the Grand Trunk Pacific 
and the Canadian National—both 
government lines—is tied up, but the 
Dominion company is operating. The 
freight handlers are also out on these 
systems and so are the boilermakers, 
machinists, maintenance-of-way men 
and a few clerks. 

Coal miners are out but from infor- 
mation tendered by coal supplying 
concerns, fuel may be obtained to 
meet the present needs of the city. 

Teamsters returned to work on Fri- 
day on their own resolve, That they 
had been on strike long eno:gh is 
the opinion generally expressed by 
individual teamsters, 

Metal Workers are back :n the job, 
but on account of the railway situa- 
tion raw material is now held up and 
it lg expected that within the next 
few days, owing to the shortage, em- 
ployers will now have to lay off those 
who w-re formerly on strike. 

Regarding the metal trades, the 
Edmonton Sheet Metal works, in re- 
ply to a question, remarked -that all 
their men who originally walked out 
have now returned, “But our busi- 
ness has been injured by the strike 
and at the present time there is only 
sufficient raw material in the city to 
last us a week. Employers may it will 
be the people who will lave to su-fer 
as a consequence,” <eclared an of- 
ficial. 

Machinists in all garages have re- 
sumed employment. They were out 
for a short time only, Some moulda- 
ers are still reported to be in the 
striking ranks, but the trade is af- 
feeted but slightly, 

Although some unfon men belorg- 
ing tO the building trades are atill 
out, including bricklayers and carpen- 
ters, many union men have dwindled 
back to employment and today finds 
a@ great deal of new work and repairs 
being conducted by contractors 
throughout the city, The painting 
trade has not, at any time during the 
(strike, ‘been tmuch itmpeded. The 
percentage of union painters is small, 

All city utilities are running at nor- 
mal; the newsparer service is fully 
maintai.ed, the wee-. seeing a return 
of the associated press telegraphers 


are back at th.‘r keyboard, 

Express employees on the Canadian 
Northern and Canadian Express are 
still uncertain as to a return to their 
employment. The past week, how- 
ever has geen a resumption on the 
part of the Dominion Express Com- 
pany’s workers and the Dominion Ex- 
press service is now reported to have 
returned to normal, 

Telegraph service to all po'nts in the 
west is also standardized, operators 
being back throughout the west. 

Electrical workers resumed work af- 
ter a few days of idleness and garment 
makers were but slightly hindered in 


their operations at the kick-off of 
strike hostilities, Restaurants have 
operated throughout the strike with 


the exception of a few hours on the 
first day. Laundries have also been 
sending away clean linen every duy for 
the past two weeks. 

It is therefore evidenced by the 
summary of strike conditions today 
that the sympathetic strike so far as 
Edmonton is concerned has almost 
reached the end of its tether,

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STORM CAUSES 
HEAVY DAMAGE 
IN WINNIPEG 


Ex-Chief of Police McPherson Is 
Slightly Injured—Loss Many 
Thousands of Dollars 


BUILDINGS UNROOFED 


Plate Glass Fronts In Down Town 
Buildings Smashed—Poles and 
Wires Down 


WINNIPEG, Man., June 15.—A_se- 
vere wind and electrical storm resulted 
in heavy datnage here last night. The 
loss is as yet unestimated, but it will 
run into many thousands of dollars. 
Three persons, including former Chief 
of Police D, McPherson, were slightly 
injured. 

Several buildings, among them St. 
John’s Technical coilege, were wun- 
roofed and otherwise damaged; plate- 

.| glass fronts in down-town bulldings 
were demolished; telephone, electric 
light and trolley wires and poles in the 
northern part of the city were blown 
down and billboards and safety islands 
were picked up and carried off. 

Porch Torn From Wall. 


PORTAGE LA- PRAIRIBD, Man., 
June 15.—One of the most severe elec- 
trical storms that has. visited this -dis- 
trict for years came up Saturday even- 
Ing and for an hour there was a down- 
pour of rain with vivid lightning. 'Th 
storm was accompanied by. a win 
which at times assumed cyclonic pro- 
portions, doing considerable’ dainage, 
especially in the city. Trees were 
blown. down, billboards leveiled and 
the big porch over the entrance to the 
Methodist church was torn from the 
brick walls and hurled into the yard. 

No reports have come in from the 
country of damage done. 

Communications Cut Off. 


BRANDON, Man., June 15.—Storm 
| damage was trifling considering the 
| fierceness of the storm which raged 
| Saturday afternoon and early evening. 
It consists of seven large plate glass 
| Windows, damage to roofs and garages 
| and destruction of telegraph and tele- 
phone lines. No estimate of total loss 
yet available but it will amount to 
several thousand dollars. ‘he Y. M. 
C. A. roof was badly torn and water 
came through into the dormitories. A 
wind and dust storm swept over the 
city with startling suddenness about 
five o'clock Saturday and for over half 
an hour before the rain came it was 
all but impossible to walk against tre 
wind, Cinders and pebble& added to 
discomfort of those outdoors. Tele- 
graph and telephone communication 
was cut off in many cases and cable 
companies are likely to be chief suf- 
ferers. Many trees were broken off 
near the ground and branches, shin- 
gies and boards add to the litter on 
the streets that have not been clean- 
ed for almost a month because of the 
strike,

WINNIPEG, June 16.—“The men 
who have gone out are chiefly firemen 
and switchmen,” was the statement 
made by a railway brotherhood official 
last night, when speaking of the effect 
of the strike by the outlawed mem- 
bers of the running trades organiza- 
tions. 

This was corroborated by the state- 
ments of railway officials, and both 
the leaders of the workers’ organiza- 
tions and the officials of the company 
are optimistic in regard to the con- 
tinuance of service satisfactory to the 
public, 


Strikers’ Places Filled. 

The evidence yesterday at all the 
railways was that the companies had 
successfully countered the action of 
the radical employees. lt was stated 
that the places of all the men who had 
gone out had been filled, so far as the 
passenger trains were conctrned. All 
the trains, with the exception of the 
Canadian Northern railway train to 
Prince Albert, left Winnipeg on sche- 
duled time, and it was only 20 min- 
utes late. 

So far the exact number of the men 
who have gone on strike has not been 
obtainable, 

All Passenger Trains Run, 

Last night the Canadian Pacific 
railway issued an official notice that 
all the passenger trains had been dis- 
patched. There would be reduced 
freight service, it was stated, but, it 
was added, all the necessary switching 
in the yards would be perf ed, 

Vacancies on the staff of the Win- 
nipeg post office are gradually being 
filled, and up to Saturday evening 
there had been 415 men engaged out 
of a total of 500 before the strike,

The reply covers 119 pages and ine 
cludes a covering letter by Brockdorff- 
Rantzau of May 29, which has already 
been published, and a second section

vice and as a contribution to the Jength 
of service called for. 

The amount of the gratuity for these 
men will be placed to their credit in 
the form of war bonds. Upon their 
discharge, thesé will be paid over to 
them or in the event of death, to their 
next of kin. 

The service of mém who have been 
transferred from. the army to the 8. C, 
R., will count just the same as though 
they were on the strength of the (ana- 
dian expeditionary force. 

An Increase has also been authorized 
for general pensions, the compromise 
effected being that of an increase of 
twenty per cent. in all cases of dis- 
ability. This applies to men up to 
and including the rank of captain. 

Interest on deferred pay will also be 
given to men while on the strength of 
the Soldiers’ Civil Re-establishmoat. 

Repayment of Fares, 

Another important ruling brought 
down includes the repayment cf fares 
for all soldiers’ dependents who have 
been returned at private expense. This 
becomes retroactive to September, 
1917. The decision arrived at was that 
dependents should be returned to Ca- 
nada at the expense of the public, 
caused this new ruling to be made

MAY BE CUT OFF 
ON SYNDICATE 


City Police Are Now Preventing 
Owners from Fencing off 
Property 


The city is agatn in trouble over 
the old Rowland dispute, which, it 
will be remembered, was decided by 
the courts in favor of Mr. Rowland. 

This decision had the effect of cut- 
ting off the frontage of Norwood bou. 
levard and of reducing the atreet 
width there to 66 feet, and gave to 
the Rowland estate the area south of 
the boulevard from a distance of 66 
feet to the old Rat Creek line. 

The line runs across Kinistino and

In connection with the matter the 
city has been asked the sum of $5,000 
for the purchase of the land over 
which the cars run.

In regard to the loan the following 
information is given for the benefit of 
those desirous of borrowing money for 
the various reasons for whith loans 
are made to returned men: 

The board may loan to a settler an 
amount not exceeding two thousand 
five hundred dollars for any of the 
following purposes: The acquiring of 
land for agricultural purposes; the 
payment of incumbrances on lands 
used for agricultural purposes; the 
improvement of agricultural land; the 
erection of farm buildings; the pur- 
chase of stock, machinery and equip- 
ment; and such other purpose or pur- 
poses as the board may approve. The 
money loaned shall be expended under 
the supervision of the board. 

No loan shall be made until the 
board is satisfied that the value of the 
security offered is sufficient to justify 
the loan, the value to be estimuted on 
the basis of the agricultural product- 
iveness of the land, and the commer- 
cial value of any other security given; 
that the applicant has the ability to 
make from the land a fair living for 
himself and his family, after paying 
the interest and amortization charges 
and other payments that will be due 
and payable with respect to the land, 

No loan shall be considered except 
upon the written application of the 
borrower, and such application shall 
be In such form as may be prescribed 
by the board, and shall set forth dis- 
tinctly and definitely the purpose for 
which the loan is required. 

An applicant for a loan shall fur- 
nish details, references ,and informa- 
tion as the board may at any time re- 
quire.

“The Sun, thereupon printed on its 
front page on Thursday, June 6th, an 
announcement to the public feolaring 
that no censorship would be permitted 
under any circumstances and that the 
editorial staff would continue to be 
the sole judges of what should or 
should not go into its news columns.

Action Entered in Supreme Court | 
by Robert Lee to. Determine 
Leasa 


Action has been entered !n the Su- 
preme Court of Alberta by Robert Lee 
against George Brown, the Corpora- 
tion of the City of Edmonton, Alexan- 
der Pantages, Pantages, Edmonton 
Theatre Company, Limited; Standard 
Bank of Canada; The Royal Trust 
Company; Joseph Arnon; United Edi- 
tors, Limited; Edmonton Journal, and 
National Trust Company, Limited, to 
determine the ninety-nine (99) year 
lease made by Lee to Brown upon the 
ground that the rent is in arrear. The 
Pantages Theatre and Brow. Building 
Were built by Brown In 1913, and the 
Purpose of the present action is to 
transfer Brown's interest to Lee. 

Brown is defending the action and 
claims that in 1915 he appointed Lee 
as his attorney to sublet the buildings 
and collect the rents at a remunera- 
tion of 5 per cent., but that Lee neg- 
Jected to properly attend to the collec- 
tion with the result that the proper 
rent was not received and that this 
is the cause of any default. He elso 
claims that the buildings are worth 


| over $300,000.00 and that his interest 


should not be forfeited under the cir- 
cumstances, The City of Sdmon- 
ton is Interested by virtue of a, first 
mortgage of $50,000.00 which the sink- 
ing fund trustees of the city hold on 
the Pantages Theatre. Most of the 
other defendants are tenants of the 
building. The statement of claim pro- 
poses to determine the interests of 
all the present tenants with the ex- 
ception of the lease to the Standard 
Bank of Canada, which it is propos- 
ed to make good, 

The buildings tn question are the 
most valuable buildings erected under 
long term leases in the city and the re- 
sult of the action will be of interest 
to other persons who have erected 
buildings under the same conditions. 
Some years ago Crafts, Lee & Gal- 
linger took over the Benson Block, 
on Jirst street, which had been erect- 
ed by the firm of Benson, Crabbs & 
Foster. It is said that other proper- 
tles in the same position are the Brad- 
burn-Thompson Block, on First street, 
the ground lease of which is algo held 
by Crafts, Lee & Gallinger, and the 
premises occupied by the ‘New Mar- 
ket” on First etreet, which were leas- 
ed by W. H. Gilmour to N, Bell.
